DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments filed October 10, 2008 have been entered. Claims 2 
and 7-19 are pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendments filed October 10, 2008 directed the claims to limit the subject matter of 
claim 3, which is in condition of allowance. The instant method of reducing the 
induction of labor in a pregnant subject by employing thiazolidinedione (i.e., commonly 
known as the PPAR agonists, glitazone) is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior 
art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
